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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 - 37 are pending. 



Restriction Requirement 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

I. Claims 1 - 28 and 32 - 37, drawn to a polypeptide of the recited sequence, a 
polynucleotide of the recited sequence, a vector, host cell and a method or making a 
polypeptide. 

II. Claims 29 - 31 , drawn to a method for evaluating the effects of an antibody in 
a cynomolgus monkey. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I - III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

37 CFR 1 .475(b) states: 

"An international or a national stage application containing claims to different 
categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 
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(1 ) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product; or

In the instant case, the inventions of Groups I and II are not related as a product 
and a process of use or manufacture of said product; therefore, they lack unity of 
invention.
